The  Registrar-General  has  supplied  a “Comparabil- 
ity Factor”  by  which  the  crude  death  rate  of  the 
Area,  viz.,  8.6  should  be  multiplied  in  order  to  make 
it  comparable,  from  a mortality  point  of  view,  with 
the  crude  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a Avhole  or 
with  the  mortality  of  any  local  area. 

The  crude  death  rate  of  the  Urban  District  is  8.6 
per  1,000,  and  when  multiplied  by  this  factor  (1.03) 
becomes  8.8  per  1,000. 

Remarks  on  Total  Statistics:  The  Birth  Rate  of 
14.7  for  1938  shows  a decrease  on  the  previous  year 
which  was  17.7.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

It  will  be  remembered  during  1937  there  were 
many  cases  of  Diphtheria,  in  fact,  the  largest 
number  for  many  years.  However,  I am  pleased 
to  state  we  were  able  to  control  the  outbreak,  and 
this  year  compares  favourably  with  any  year.  No 
deaths  were  recorded  from  infectious  diseases. 

Small  Pox:  I am  pleased  to  say  that  no  cases  of 
Small-Pox  were  reported  in  the  Council's  area. 

Measles:  There  was  a small  amount  of  this 

disease  during  the  year,  but  no  Deaths  resulted 

Whooping  Cough:  There  was  a fair  amount  of 
this  disease  during  the  year,  but  fortunately  no 
deaths. 

Summer  Diarrhoea:  There  was  a small  amount  of 
this  during  the  late  summer,  but  no  deaths. 

Influenza:  I am  pleased  to  say  there  was  no 

epi  1cm ic  of  this  disease  during  the  past  year,  and 
no  deaths. 
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Tuberculosis:  Six  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
reported  during  the  year,  4 Pulmonary  and  2 Non- 
Pulmonary.  There  were  3 deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  3 deaths  from  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.

Riding  County  Council.  The  mothers  continue  to 
attend  regularly  and  derive  great  benefit  from  the 
advice  given  by  the  Doctor  and  Nurse  regarding  the 
Feeding  and  Welfare  of  their  infants. 
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LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  undertaken  by 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  Analysts  Depart- 
ment by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases  we  have  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  Tadcaster  Rural  District  Council  foi 
the  use  of  their  Ambulance,  which  is  kept  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Garforth.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  majority  of  the  drainage  is  by  piped  sewers, 
discharging  into  the  sewage  disposal  works.  There 
are  houses  situated  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
District  connected  to  cesspools. 

The  drains  and  sewers  were  Hushed  and  dis- 
infected during  the  year,  and  in  the  case  of  new 
houses,  the  water  carriage  system  only  is  enter- 
tained where  possible.  Every  effort  has  been  made 
to  keep  the  Effluent  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
up  to  the  Rivers  Board’s  Requirements.

Public  Conveniences:  There  are  modern  under- 
ground Public  Conveniences  provided,  consisting  of 
3 W.C.'s  and  1 Urinal;  and  4 W.C.’s  and  2 Urinals 
provided  at  the  Recreation  Ground. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal:  The  Scavenging 
of  the  District  is  done  by  our  own  Scavenging 
Department. 

I he  removal  of  house  refuse  during  the  last  year 
was  satisfactorily  and  systematically  carried  out. 
Only  very  few  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance 
arising  from  neglect  of  cleansing  of  sanitary  con- 
veniences, and  in  no  case  were  they  found  to  be 
of  a serious  nature.  The  complaints  were  separatelv 
investigated  and  the  necessary  requirements  were 
attended  to  promptly. 

During  the  year  regular  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  far  as 
possible,  to  see  that  all  the  conveniences  were 
emptied  regularly.  Disinfectant  powder  is  distri- 
buted for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  receptacles 
after  cleansing.

RECREATION  GROUNDS. 

Two  Recreation  Grounds  are  provided,  one 
adjoining  the  Housing  Estate  and  the  other  in 
Barley  Hill  Road,  adjoining  the  main  road,  the  latter 
being  constructed  into  Modern  Playing  Fields. 
Full  benefit  is  made  of  these. 


CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  no  official  camping  sites  in  the  Council’s 
area. 

Smoke  Abatement:  During  the  past  year  it  was 
not  found  necessary  to  take  any  official  action. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools:  There  are  none  in 
the  Council’s  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs:  There  were  three 
Council  houses  and  eight  other  houses  found  to  be 
infested  during  the  past  year.  Each  of  these  houses 
were  fumigated  with  liquid  H.C.N.  gas  under 
pressure. 

Before  any  tenant  will  be  accepted  by  the  Council 
their  furniture  and  their  home  is  thoroughly  in- 
spected by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  if  bugs  are 
discovered  the  tenant's  furniture,  etc.,  is  removed 
in  the  van  under  liquid  H.C.N.  gas. The  bedding  is 
sent  to  the  steam  disinfector. 

All  houses  are  visited  from  time  to  time  and  in 
this  way  the  necessary  education  of  the  tenant  is 
proceeded  with.
